The Miami Metropolis contains the 


following interesting article relative 
to the work proposed by the Florida 
Bast Coast railway at Buena Vista: 


"At last, after repeated delays, 


work has begun on the installation of 
the $400,000 railway yards and shops 
at Buena Vista for the Florida East 
Coast railway, and assurance given 
by officials of the road that from now 
on the construction will go rapidly 
forward. 


"A large work train loaded with 


ties, rails and other equipment, as

mechanics has arrived in the

Pensions In Australia. 


The Indigent, aged and Infirm In 


-Australia may receive an old age pen- 
•ion, not as a charitable aid, but as a 
•tatntory right. Males who have re- 
aided In Australia continuously for 
twenty years on attaining tbe age of 
sixty years may receive a pension not 
•exceeding (2.40 per week. An invalid 
pension of similar amount may be 
•paid to persons over sixteen years of 
*ge who are permanently Incapacitat- 
ed by sickness or injury. Provision Is 
made for the aged, the sick, those 
mentally deficient and the destitute In 
hospitals and asylums subsidized by 
government, 
A maternity allowance 


•of $24 may also be claimed as a statu- 
tory right at the birth of every child.

The epidemic of Infantile paralysis, 


which is prevailing so alarmingly in 
New York, has caused fear through- 
out the entire country, which varies 
in degrees in inverse proportion to 
the distance from the center of in- 
fection. It has produced a condition 
of anxiety in Florida that has not 
been paralleled in many years. 


For several reasons it Is the part 


of wisdom that every state and sec- 
tion should guard against its possible 
coming, however remote that possl- 
bolity may be. It is a disease that 
Is uot wholly understood by the medi- 
cal profession, 
and 
this 
mystery 


seems to 
complicate 
the 
menace. 


The disease appears to be slow, com- 
pared with other infections, in its de- 
velopment, and the patient may travel 
far before the disease may reach its 
dlagnosable stage. It is but natural 
that families with children in the 
infected city, in face of the prevalent 
disease, should fly from 
the pesti- 


lence, scattering to every part of the 
country. 


In view of those facts, the state 


board of health, co-operating with the 
health boards in the various cities of 
Florida, at the first warning of dan- 
ger, prepared to resist the incoming 
to the state of this disease 
Those 


efforts at protection have been con- 
centrated at those ports and cities, 
which are the natural entry ways by 
water and rail from the northern in- 
fected points, at Jacksonville, Key 
West, Pensacola, 
Live Oak, 
Lake 


City and 
Fernandina 
In addition, 


the state health officer has communi- 
cated 
with the 
physicians 
of the 


state, calling their attention to e\-[ 
Istlng 
conditions, and 
asking their' 


earnest 
co operation with the state' 


board, to keep control of the situa-' 
tion. by reporting by telegraph any j 
case or suspected case of the disease | 


Especial \igilenie has. been eier- 


to the work. 
A brief but searching 


examination Is made; the tempera 
tures of all young children are taken 
and their general physical condition 
is noted, and within a few moments 
the party is released, if no suspicious 
conditions are discovered. 


In case a child is found with a tern. 


terature above normal, the name and 
address in Jacksonville are taken and 
tbe case is kept under observation 
for 
further 
developments. 
If the 


destination is be>ond Jacksonville in 
any part of the state or in Cuba, the 
name, time of 
probable arrival ' at 


destination and other conditions are 
noted and wired to the representa- 
tive of the health board at such desti 
nation, with Instructions to keep the 
case under observation. 


Inasmuch as through travel parties 


with young children from the north 
to Florida 
and southern points, is 


comparatively light during the sum 
mer months, the delay for examina- 
tion is usually 
short, but in no re 


spect is the vigilance of the pbysi 
cians and nurses relaxed. 


Should a positive case of infantile 


paralysis be 
discovered b> this in- 


spection. it would be promptlv iso- 
lated in Jacksonville no matter what 
might be the destination, and every 
precaution would be taken to prevent 
the spread of the 
infection.

measure, though it might work hard- 
ship in individual cases, would still 
be justified as a protective act for 
the safet) of the entire state 


The people of Florida may rest as- 


sured that every precaution will be

SACRED TOOTH OF BUDDHA. 


Th* Palace In Ceylon In Which This 


Relic U Preserved. 


At all times of the year In Kandy 


Ceylon, muy be seen followers of Bud 
dim making their way to the great 
Muhfguwa temple, the "Palace of tbe 
SacreJ Tooth." In older to lay offer- 
lugs uud dowers at the shrine of tbe 
founder of their religion. , 


Entering the temple, they pass Into 


a (mail room, some tuclvu feet square, 
lu which Is kept the famous tooth ol 
Buddha. The chamber Is lighted by 
two lamps which have uot been al- 
lowed to go out for years. The walls 
are splendidly decorated, aud the v 
sel—called the Karundua—containing 
the tooth stands on a massive silver 
table amidst a gorgeous array of jew 
ela and other valuable gifts. 


The Karundua la draped with mils 


llu, beneath which Is a silver dome 
•tudded with gems, and under this Is 
a dome of gold, beautifully carred and 
literally iucrusted with precious stones. 
Two similar coverings lie below them, 
and beneath these \» a small ease of 
gold. In which on leaves of a gold lotus 
reposes the tooth Itself. Thia relic, 
carefully guarded. Is seldom seen by 
others than priests. 


So much In reverence Is the tooth 


held that to lay an offering to Buddha 
on the table bearing It Is an ambition 
whic-U every Buddhist would not fall to 
gratify If circumstances permitted.—

STEM END ROT LIKELY TO 


FOLLOW SCALE INSECTS. 


Scale insects not only damage cit- 


rus fruits themselves, but they are 
likely to be the forerunners of s.tem 
end rot. Stem end rot is caused by 
a fungus which is unable to enter the 
fruits except where a wound or weak- 
encd 
tissue 
gives them entrance. 


That the disease is usually found at 
the stem end is because it finds con- 
ditions for entrance favorable there. 


Scale insects usually collect at the 


stem end and 
weaken the tissues 


around the stem. Since the spores of 
the fungus are usually abundant in- 
fection in almo.st sure to occur if the 
disease has been in the grove during 
a year or two previous.

POTATOES PAYS FARMERS. 


Sweet potatoes are so easily raised 


| that they usually raise themselve*. 
| The average farmer 
consider* hi*,

plants, according to C. K. McQua

agent for the

Florida extension division. 
Sweet 


potatoes do not need much cultiva- 
tion, but the little they do need is 
essential. There Is probably no crop 
which will respond more generously 
to a little care. 


After the vines have formed and 


covered the beds they can be depend- 
ed upon to care for the weeds and 
grass, but until then they should be 
cultivated. Until the plants become 
established they are not capable of 
competing with weeds and are apt to 
be smothered or stunted. With a lit- 
tle cultivation they will make Quicker 
growth and an earlier crop. 


Cultivation 
should be continued 


only until the vines have become 
large enough to cope with the weeds. 
It It Is given later than that it is apt 
to Interfere with the formation of po- 
tatoes and with the root system.

TWO IMPORTANT DECISIONS 


AFFECTING CITRUS GROWERS. 


Two recent 
decisions 
of the su- 


preme court of Florida are of much 
interest and importance to the citrus 
growers of the state. "Both decisions 
were in cases brought against the 
state plant board in connection with 
the work of eradicating citrus canker 


In one case the owner of a citrus 


grove requested an 
injunction re- 


straining the inspectors of the plant 
board from 
inspecting his property 


for citrus canker, alleging that the 
Florida plant act of 1015, authorizing 
such inspection, was unconstitution- 
al. The circuit court of Dade county 
held the plant act to be constitution- 
al and sustained a demurrer to such 
bill, and upon an appeal, the supreme 
court 
affirmed the 
decision of the 


court below. 


In the other case certain nursery- 


men whose citrus nurseries were lo- 
cated within one mile of canker in- 
fected 
property, 
and hence under 


quarantine by the provisions of rule 
5 of the plant board, filed a bill to 
enjoin the enforcement of such rule, 
and praying for its modification so 
as to permit the 
movement of nur 


sery stock within an infected zone 
although such 
nursery stock might 


have been subject to infection, if in 
fact it did not-show, upon inspection 
evidence of infection. 
To this bill 


the 
attorneys for the 
plant board 


filed a demurrer, 
contending 
the 


circuit tourt was without jurisdiction 
to control the discretion of the plant 
board or review its findings, or to 
grant the relief prajed, 
and that 


there was no equity in the bill. The 
circuit court overruled this demurrer, 
but the supreme court reversed the 
decision of the court below, holding 
that 
such bill did not state any 


grounds for equitable relief, and that 
no facts were alleged showing that 
the state plant board, in making and 
enforcing 
rule 5, had 
exceeded its

a ton of hay for $10 to $15. He could 
ell himself 
that hay at 
cost and 


keep the difference, which he would 
have to pay for northern hay, in his 
pocket. That five or ten dollars is 
north saving. It is probable also that 
the profit would be greater since the 
price of northern hay 
is usually 


higher than $20 and hay probably 
can be produced in Florida cheaper 
than $10 a ton.

The Indigent, aged and infirm In 


-Australia may receive an old age pen- 
•ion, not as a charitable aid, bnt aa a 
etatutory right. Males who have re- 
skled in Australia continuously for 
twenty yean on attaining .the »ge of 
sixty yean may receive a pension not 
•exceeding (2.40 per week. An invalid 
pension of similar amount may be 
•paid to persona over sixteen yean of 
*ge who are permanently incapacitat- 
ed by sickness or injury. Provision Is 
made for the aged, the sick, those 
mentally deficient and tbe destitute In 
hospitals and asylums subsidized by 
government, 
A maternity allowance 


•of $24 may also be claimed as a statu- 
tory right at the birth of every child.

which Is prevailing so alarmingly in 
New York, has caused fear through- 
out the entire country, which varies 
In degrees In inverse proportion to 
the distance from the center of in- 
fection. It has produced a condition 
of anxiety in Florida 
that has not 


been paralleled In many years. 


For several reasons it Is the part 


of wisdom that every state and sec- 
tion should guard against its possible 
coming, however remote that possl- 
bolity may be. It Is a disease that 
is not wholly understood by the medi- 
cal profession, 
and 
this 
mystery 


seems to 
complicate 
the 
menace. 


The disease appears to be slow, com- 
pared with other infections, in its de- 
velopment, and the patient may travel 
far before the disease may reach its 
diagnosable stage. It Is but natural 
that families with children in the 
infected city, in face of the prevalent 
disease, should fly from 
the pesti- 


lence, scattering to every part of the 
country. 


In view of those facts, the state 


board of health, co-operating with the 
health boards in the various cities of 
Florida, at the first warning of dan- 
ger, prepared to resist the incoming 
to the state of this disease. Those 
efforts at protection have been con- 
centrated at those ports and cities, 
which are the natural entry ways by

be justified as a protective act for 
the safety of the entire state. 


The people of Florida may rest as- 


sured that every precaution will be 
taken by the state board of health, 
with the able co-operation of the vari- 
ous city health authorities to pro- 
tect Florida from the invasion of this 
dread disease.

At all times of tbe year In Kandy 


Ceylon, muy be seen followers of Bud 
dba making their way to the great 
Maufgawa temple, the "Palace of tbe 
Sacred Tooth." In older to lay offer 
lugs and dow«n at the shrine of tbe 
founder of their religion. , 


Entering the temple, they pass into 


a Sinai! room, some t welve feet square, 
lu which Is kept the famous tooth ol 
Buddha. The chamber Is lighted by 
two lamps which bave not been al- 
lowed to go out for years. The walls 
are splendidly decorated, aud tbe ves 
sei—tailed the Karuudua—containing 
tlie tooth stands on a massive silver 
table amidst a gorgeous array of Jew 
ela and other valuable gifts. 


The Karuudua Is drafted with mils 


tin, beneath which la a silver dome 
studded with gems, and under this Is 
a dome of gold, beautifully carved and 
literally iucrusted with precious stones. 
Two similar coverings lie below them, 
and beneath these is a small case of 
gold, in wtilcu on leaves of a gold lords 
reposes the tooth Itself. This relic. 
carefully guarded, is seldom seen by 
others than priests. 


So much in reverence Is the tooth 


beld that to lay an offering to Buddha 
on the table bearing It Is an ambition 
which every Buddhist would not fall to

Caterpillars attack sweet potatoes) 


almost every year. In some sections 
they may not be troublesome but in 
others they may defoliate tbe crop,

narrow 
orange 
and 
brown 


stripes. They feed on tbe leaves of 
sweet potatoes and on a number of 
other plants. 


They may be controlled In the 


sweet potato Held by poisons, accord- 
ing to J. R. Watson, entomologist to 
tbe University of Florida experiment 
station. Lead arsenate

the best poison. Use one pound of

should be mixed with four parts of 
air slaked lime. Dust the leaves un-

STEM END ROT LIKELY TO 


FOLLOW SCALE INSECTS. 


Scale insects not only damage cit- 


rus fruits themselves, but they are 
likely to be the forerunners of s.tem 
end rot. Stem end rot is caused by 
a fungus which is unable to enter the 
fruits except where a wound or weak- 
ened 
tissue gives them entrance. 


That the disease is usually found at 
the stem end is because it finds con- 
ditions for entrance favorable there. 


Scale insects usually collect at the 


stem end and 
weaken the tissues 


around the stem. Since the spores of 
the fungus are usually abundant in- 
fection is almo.st sure to occur if the 
disease has boon in the grove during 
a year or two previous. The fruit 
drops and decay sols in.

TWO IMPORTANT DECISIONS 


AFFECTING CITRUS GROWERS. 


Two recent 
decisions 
of the su- 


preme court of Florida are of much 
interest and importance to the citrus 
growers of the state. "Both decisions 
were in cases 
brought against the 


state plant board in connection with 
the \vork of eradicating citrus canker 


In one case the owner of a citrus 


grove requested an 
injunction re- 


straining the inspectors of the plant 
board from 
inspecting his property 


for citrus canker, alleging that the 
Florida plant act of 1015, authorizing 
such inspection, was unconstitution- 
al. The circuit court of Dade county 
held the plant act to be constitution 
al and sustained a demurrer to such 
bill, and upon an appeal, the suprem- 
e-curt 
affirmed the 
decision of the 


court below. 


In the other case certain nursery 


men whose citrus nurseries were lo- 
cated within one mile of canker in 
fected 
property, 
and hence under 


quarantine by the provisions of rule 


of the plant board, filed a bill to 


enjoin the enforcement of such rule, 
and praying for its modification bo 
as to permit the 
movement of nur- 


sery stock within 
an infected zone, 


although such 
nursery stock might 


have been subject to infection, if in 
'act it did not-show, upon inspection, 
evidence of infection. 
To this bill 


he 
attorneys for the 
plant board 


filed a demurrer, 
contending 
the 


circuit court was without jurisdiction 
o control the discretion of the plant 
board or review its findings, or to 
grant the 
relief 
prayed, 
and that 


here was no equity in the bill. The 
circuit court overruled this demurrer.
